SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Razzle Readers’ Wives Vol. 20 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The classification is because of the magazine’s sexually explicit content. 

The magazine solicits and presents amateur photographs of women, for the sexual 
arousal of male readers. These photographs are mostly explicit, in that the women are 
displaying themselves sexually with some focus on their genitals. The women are 
presented alongside their name, age, and hometown. These photographs form the 
dominant effect of the magazine overall. Sexual activity is also described in greater 
detail in explicit stories, but these are a secondary part of the magazine. Overall the 
tone is of enthusiastic individuals showing themselves off sexually for the readers. This 
mitigates those smaller parts of the magazine which have a degrading, dehumanising 
and demeaning effect, such as some of the advertisements. 
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The magazine has some small elements which have been considered under s3(2) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. These involve 
photographs of young-looking women whose age is ambiguous, and slight allusions in 
some advertisements to the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. However, 
these elements are not enough in this case for the magazine to tend to promote or 
support either the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, or the use of 
urine or excrement in association with sexual conduct. 

The restriction of the magazine to adults is a reasonable limit on the rights and 
freedoms guaranteed in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, and is the least 
restrictive classification that could be applied, given the explicit nature of the magazine. 
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
